The application has been amended as follows: 

• Replace claim 15 with the following: -An ink drying system for high speed 
printing with liquid ink on a traveling sheet of material, the system being coupled 
to a source of pressurized gas and comprising: a first plenum disposed so as to 
extend over the sheet and define a first drying portion of said first plenum for 
directing the gas through said first plenum onto the sheet for drying the ink; a first 
fluid flow valve for varying the flow rate of the gas through said first plenum; and 
a controller for receiving first information specifically relating to a drying energy 
required of said first drying portion for drying a portion of the ink deposited on 
the sheet and automatically controlling said first fluid flow valve so as to vary 
said flow rate of said gas and therefore said drying energy in response to said first 
information before said portion completely dries, for causing said drying of said 
portion.— 

• Replace claim 18 with the following: --A method for high speed printing with 
liquid ink on a traveling sheet of material, comprising the steps of: providing a 
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first plenum disposed so as to extend over the sheet and define a first drying 
portion of said first plenum for directing pressurized gas through said first plenum 
onto the sheet for drying the ink; receiving first information specifically relating 
to a drying energy and a flow rate of the gas required of said first drying portion 
for drying a portion of the ink deposited on the sheet; and automatically 
controlling the flow rate of the gas through said first plenum and therefore said 
drying energy in response to said first information before said portion completely 
dries, for causing said drying of said portion.- 


Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 4-6, 8, and 15-30 are allowed.
